TRACING A LEAK. 


Western Union Telegraph Officials 
Trying to Find Out Who Gave Away. 
the Bryan-Jones Correspondence. . 


Supt. L. C. Baker of the local district of 
the Western Union Telegraph Ca., is con- 
ducting an investigation into the manner 
in which the telegraphic correspondence be- 
tween Senator James K. Jones and William 


J. Bryan was made public in a morning 
newspaper. , 

This much he is willing to admit, but 
further he will not go. He will not even 
say directly that any such correspondence 
ever passed over the wires, although he ad- 
mits it indirectly by his statement that an 
investigation is being made. 

The matter was called to the attention of 
both Manager Bohle and Supt. Baker by 
the Post-Dispatch. The rules of the Western 
Union are so strict on this point that it isa 
matter of common knowledge. Even the 
courts cannot force them to divulge private 
correspondence. And yet complete cor- 
respondence of the most confidential char- 
acter was divulged by some one and given 
to the world. 

Mr. Baker evidently considered the ques- 
tion a serious one. ; 

“An investigation has been started,” he 
said. “That's all I can say. And if there 
has been any leak the man who has been 
guilty of it can never earn another cent at 
telegraphing in this country. The operators 
understand that this is the strictest rule 
that the Western Union has. 

“It hardly seems likely to me that there 
has been any leak. So far as I know there 
has been no correspondence between those 
gentlemen over our wires, and if there has 
been you must find it out from them. We 
would not tell a man whether or not his 
-wife even had sent a message over our 
wires. 

“If the newspaper secured these messages 
through a leak, it seems strange to me 
that they were not printed Sunday instead 
of Tuesday, as they would have been of 
mere value then. 

“As I say, we are investigating this case, 
as we would any similar one.” 

“If a leak should be found, would the 
public be acquainted with it?’ 

“That will depend “upon circumstances. 
If a man had let it slip from him when 
he was —— accountable for his actions, 
I would not be disposed to be so hard on 
him as if he had done it with deliberation. 
But in either event he would be used up 
so far as ever working any more for the 
companys gves.”’ 

The paper which published the dispatch 
intimated that the wire was not leased, as 
Senator Jones had stated, but that it was 
tendered the candidate and his manager as 
a bread upon-the waters sort of compli- 
ment. 

The insinuation was that the company 
was looking for future favors in the event 
of Bryan’s election. 

As to this, Mr. Baker -would say nothing. 
The rules of the company sealed his mouth.

Exposure of a Combine of Millionaires 
to Bear Prices of Stocks 
and Create a Panic.

NEW YORK, July 29.—That a conspiracy 
of millionaire speculators in Wall street to 
bear prices of stocks, even if it brought 
about @ panic, has been in existence 
has been suspected by all persons convers- 
ant with the methods of these men. Now 
comes the Journal of Commerce, the old 
reliable, conservative authority, and gives 
voice to well-known facts, as follows: 

“A faithfully detailed history of the past 
week’s transactions on the Stock Exchange 


would make some interestigg revelations. 
The causes which induced a general de- 
cline in securities and brought the stock 
"market to the verge of high panic were gen- 
erally supposed to have been the rapid de- 
cline in the Treasury gold reserve, the ru- 
mored spread of the ‘silver craze,’ the in- 
creasing demand for loans and higher rates 
for time money. These factors question- 
ably existed; but their importance bore no 
proportion to the disturbing effects which 
had been foreseen and their effects amply 
discounted by ‘bear’ operators and in the 
free selling of stocks, and this once-tffreshed 
straw was for a second time made a pre- 
tense for creating financial demoralization. 

“The professional ‘bears’ may be exempt 
from blame in this attempt to precipitate 
disaster. For this attack men of other cal- 
iber were needed—who did not need to bor- 
row stock to make their deliveries, but 
held it by the million and could sell without 
limit, with no fear of being cornered. The 
chief operators were men who, under the 
late dubious outlook, had sold freely of 
their large holdings and wished to recover 
their stock at the lowest possible prices. 
They were speculative millionaires, their 
coadjutors and friends, stock dealers of the 
highest grade of potency, and expert manip- 
ulators of the market. Men controlling 
large corporations and with influential 
bank connections were in the forefront of 
the asseult. Their united wealth and con- 
a of capital amounted to hundreds of mil- 

ons. 

“To those conversant with Wall Street af- 
fairs it is only needful to note last Mon- 
day’s (July 20) transactions the leading 
1 tragmcerats Ne stocks in order to ascertain 
the personnel of the operators.

“It is no secret that among the assailants 
were citizens accustomed to blend politics 
with large speculative operations. Men who 
stand high in party councils, who distin- 
guished themselves at the late national con- 
ventions and who have figured conspicu- 
ously before the country as valiant op- 
ponents of the free coinage heresy are cred- 
ibly reputed to have been in the ranks of 
these millionaire raiders, both political par- 
ties having been equally represented. Here- 
in lies one of the most interesting phases of 
the extraordinary feat of buccaneering 
speculation. 

“The facts reveal a depth of financial 
venality which we had scarcely been pre- 
pared to expect, even in the moral slums 
of Wall street. We have heard of members 
of Congress and of high politicians specu- 
lating on the fate of sugar bills and on the 
mysteries of tariff legislations and on the 
secrets of administrative departments; but 
it is at least something new that men who 
are leaders in protecting our money system 
should employ themselves in creating panics 
and endangering the ability of the Treasury 
to maintain gold payments. 

“How near these high politicians, with 
their millionaire associates, came to gsuc- 
ceeding in their attempts to create a se- 
rious crisis may be inferred from the fact 
that, in order to restore the confidence they 
have destroyed, the banks have deemed it 
necessary to contribute twenty millions to 
the Treasury gold reserve, while the for- 
eign bankers have intervened to stop gold 
exports by issuing, if needs be, $75,000,000 
of bills of exchange. These grave precau- 
tions are due almost exclusively to the at- 
tempt of this millionaire combination to 
supply themselves with stocks at panic 
prices.”’ 

For its outspoken course the paper is 
now being roundly denounced by the Wall 
street speculators.

INDIANA FLOODS. 


The Rivers in the Gas Belt Are Out 
of Their Banks. 


* ANDERSON, Ind., July 29.—White and 
other rivers are all over the bottom lands 
and great damage is being done. Houseg 
are flooded‘ and swept away, and camps 
up the river are in a eritical condition. 


Several parties have been sent out. It is 
claimed that the rise of the water has 
been the most rabid in history. The rise 
of White River has been one foot an hour, 
It is making a clean sweep of everything 
in the lowlands. Crops are washed out 
of the ground and bridges and railway em- 
bankments are being washed away.

WEST VIRGINIA LINES. 


The Railroads of That State Are Badly 
Crippled, 


WHEELING, W. Va., July 29.—The Ohio 
River and Panhandle Railroads are the 
only ones in this vicinity which ran trains 
on anything like schedule time, other roads 


ranging from a complete shut down to 
eight hours h@hind the schedule, The Bal- 
timore & Ohi? main line and Pittsburg di- 
Vision were six hours behind. The Cleve- 
land, Lorain and Waeellng 
clased out by the caving in of a long tun- 
nel at Fair Point and the washing away 
of several sections of track.

Forty Miles of Roadbed Washed Out 
in New Mexico. 


DENVER, Colo., July 29.—The fact has 
just become known here that last Satur- 
day’s flood entirely destroyed the Catskill 
branch of the Union Paceifie, Denver & 
Gulf road, forty miles in length, running 
from Trinidad, Colo, to the Maxwell land 
erent, in New Mexico. So complete has 
een the destruction of the roadbed that 
the receiver said he thought the old line 
would be abandoned, and a new survey 
made over a more desirable route. 


PENNSYLVANIA'S STORM. 


The Damage in Two Counties Will 
Probably Reach a Million. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., July 29.—Tales of death 
and devastation from the awful storm which 
swept over Western Pennsylvania Monday 
night continue «to pour in. Four more 
drownings are reported and another vic- 
tim of the Sugar Grove accident is not ex- 
pected to survive the day. This will make 
the death list fifteen, including the seven 
drowned at Cecil. 

The damage to property was. particularly 
heavy in Washington and Fayette Coun- 
flea, and will probably reach a million dol- 
ars. 


MEYROSE LAMP CO. FAILURE. 


Caused by Inability to Collect Out- 
standing Debts. 


The F. Meyrose Lamp and Manufacturing 
Co. of 731 South Fourth street made an as- 
signment Tuesday for the benefit of cred- 
itors. 


Bernard H,. Rust, a former employe of the 
company, is named as trustee and was 
busily engaged in examining the books and 
papers of the concern when a Post-Dispatch 
reporter called for information as to lia- 
bilities and assets. 

“I have just taken charge,” said he, “and 
am unable to give out anything definite, but 
I consider it safe to say that the affairs of 
the company are in good shape and that 
with a little extension it will be able to pay 
all of its creditors 100ecents on the dollar. 
Its liabilities will probably exceed $20,000, 
but the assets are more than ample to 
cover al] demands. The largest creditor is 
the Continental Bank. The present troubles 
are due to poor collections in the South, 
where the company does a large business. 
I think everything will be all right in a 
few days.”’ 

The Meyrose Lamp Co. occupies a four- 
story brick building at the southwest corner 
of South Fourth and Gratiot streets, and is 
engaged in the manufacture: of lamps and 
lamp appliances. The building is the prop- 
erty of the company and is built on leased 
ground. The lease has about forty yenre to 
run. There is no mortgage on the building. 

From forty to seyenty men are employed 
in this industry and, in order te prevent 
their discharge, Trustee Rust will at once 
make application to the court for permis- 
sion to continue operations. 

Mr. Meyrose has the sympathy of a wide 
circle of business friends in his present em- 
barrassment. He started his business forty- 
four years ago in a modest way, and by 
dint of patient industry has step by step 
built up an enterprise that gives employ- 
ment to many persons and is a substantial 
factor in the industrial life of the city. It 
is thought that a little indulgence on the 
part of his creditors will set matters right 
and keep the industry over which he pre- 
sides in full operation. 

The company is capitalized at $100,000 and 
the stock is largely held by Ferd Meyrose,

HOLDER SPEAKS HIS MIND. 


GOT A GOLDBUG CIRCULAR. 


(Attorney Hopkins Tells Agent Gore 
What He Thinks of President 
Green’s Campaign Screed. 


Those gold standard circulars issued by 
the Connecticut Mutual Life Insurance Co, 
of Hartford, Conn., made their first appear- 
ance in St. Louis through the mail Wednes- 
day morning. 

Their distribution caused a sensational 
scene in the office of General Agent Chas, 
J. Gore of the company in the Wainwright 
Building, between Mr. Gore and one of the 
policy holders, at 9 o'clock Wednesday 
morning. : 

The circularS were in the early morning 
distribution to St. Louis policy holders in 
the company, inclosed in unsealed envelopes 
bearing a one-cent stamp. In the upper 
left-hand corners of’ the envelopes was 
etamped in red ink: 


“Compliments of Charles J. Gore, Gen’! 
Aeg’t Conn. Mutual Life Ins. Co.’’ 

The circulars were mailed by Mr. Gore 
Tuesday evening. Every policy-holder in the 
company in St, Louis, whether a Free Silver 
Democrat or a Mark Hanna Gold Stand- 
ard Republican, received one of the cam- 
paign documents Wednesday morning. 

The circular aroused considerable indig- 
mation among many of the recipients. One 
of them was James L. Hopkins, an attorney 
with an office in the De Menil Building. 
The first thing that met his glance on en- 
tering his office was the envelope bearing 
Mr. Gore's stanip. 

Removing the inclosure, Mr. Hopkins saw 
that its caption was “Connecticut Mutual 
Life Insuranoe Co.’’ 

“To the policy-holders,” read Mr. Hop- 
kins. “‘This corporation has never touéhed 
political questions nor sought to influence 
political action; nor would it ever do so 
unless that political action were directed to 
issues involving the very life-blocd and sub-

Mr. Hopkins’ wrath began to kindle. He 
knew what the circular was, because he 
had read editorial references to it in the 
Post-D:spatch.

THE COUNCIL PASSES A RESOLU- 
TION DENOUNCING HIM. 


CHARGED WITH PARTIALITY.

The Election Commissioner’s Throw- 
Down of the Filley Machine 
Raises a Hornets’ Nest. 


When Election Commissioner Wm. Flew- 
ellyn Saunders returned from the Spring- 
field Convention, where his benefactor, 
Mayor Walbridge, met his Waterloo as a 
gubernatorial candidate, and declared that 
Filley’s machine should have no voice in 
the selection of judges and clerks of elec- 
tion, ‘he opened vials of wrath enough to 
drown an,elephant. 

He not only called down on his head 
the maledictions of every one of Filley’s 
henchmen on the City Central Committee, 
but the invoked the indignation of the, par- 
tisan City Council, which made haste to 
declare its condemnation of Mr. Saunders’ 


course. All of which, as a part of the ma- 
chine programme, is most gratifying to 
“De Ole Man.”’ 

The thing to do was to officially condemn 
Mr. Saunders, because he had announced 
the course he would pursue in order to se- 
— honest mien to take charge of the ballot

It was not surprising, therefore, that 
the following resolutions, introduced by 
Councilman Max Kotany, the broker, 
should pass the Council unanimously at 
Tuesday evening’s session: 

‘Be it resolved by the Council, That the 
Council condemns the action of W. F. Saun- 
ders, one of the Election Commissioners of 
this city, in devoting, as he has done ever 
since his appointment, a great portion of 
his time to further the political interests 
of one of the candidates for office, and in 
permitting himself to make unseemly and 
uncalled-for utterances in the public press 
about citizens who refuse to support the 
candidate of his choice, thereby bringing 
into disrepute his high office. 

“It is the opinion of the Council that it 
is highly improper for an officer, appointed 
to insure honest and fair elections, and in 
whom is vested the power to appoint elec- 
tion judges and clerks, and whose salary is 
paid by all taxpayers alike, to ally himself 
so closely to any one who is a candidate 
for public office, and to be so active in his 
behalf as to call in question in the minds 
of many of our people his impartiality in 
the discharge of his duties.”’ 

The resolutions were not only heartily 
welcomed, but presented an oportunity ‘for 
several members to display their oratdéri- 
cal fealty to Boss deg 

Mr. Gast, in seconding the resolutions, de- 
clared it was ‘“‘a very wise movement.” 

Mr. Ferris favored the resolution in a 
speech of several minutes. tte was fearful 
that Mr. Saunders’ efforts for his bene- 
factor, Walbridge, wguld destroy his use- 
fulness as an admini tor of the election 
law. The resolutions were timely because 
they were a warn ng that the Commissioner 
of Elections must play no favorites. 

When a Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Councilman Kotany Wednes@ay what he 
expected to accomplish through the resolu- 
tions, he said: 

“The resolutions are simply in the nature 
of a reprimand from an official source, 
which while it has no punitive power. over 
the Election Commissioner, is respected by 
the people, and we want the people to know 
how reprehensible has been Mr. Saunders’ 
conduct, 

“That is all there is to it. I would like 
the Post-Dispatch to say for me, however, 
‘that more than a month ago I prepared 
these resolutions and intended to introduce 
them: I hesitated for the sole purpose that 
I feared my action would be construed as 
inimical to Mayor Walbridge’s candidacy. 

‘“BHven if Walbridge had been nominated I 
shouid have submitted the resolutions just 
as they are. 

‘Mr. Saunders may think that he is the 
dictator of the Republican party, but he 
isn’t.

MUST GET MANY PETITIONS. 


Provision That One Per Cent of the 
Voters Must Ask for an In- 
dependent Ticket. 


The Wall Street wing of the Missouri De- 
mocracy is having a hard time of it. 

It wants to. bolt the Chicago ticket, yet it 
doesn’t hr ow bow to get at it. 

The ambition of its leaders is to get up an 
independent State gold ticket and to wage 
a fight? in every Congressional district in 
the State against the regular Democratic 
frea silver candidates. 

But as they stop clipping coupons ovca 


slerally and lean back in their leather- 
covered chairs to discuss the situation 
the Wall Street leaders find chemselves con- 
frcnte! with a serious problem. 

How to get around the Missouri State law 
relating to the way independent tickets may 
be omy in the field is what worries t hem. 

The last General Assembly of Missouri, 
which revised the election law of the State, 
eliminated the clause in the old Australian 
ballot law requiring 3 per cent of the total 
vote to be represented on petitions for an 
independent ticket. 

In lieu thereof the General Assembly sub- 
stituted a new section, requiring only 1 per 
cent of the total vote on petitions for an 
independent ticket. 

The Wall Street wing of the Democracy 
is very much afraid it cannot comply even 
with this proviso. 

When you stand the single gold standard 
Democrats up in a line to be counted the 
list is not large nor the line formidable. 

It is almost certain that they will have 
to abandon their plans for Congressional 
candidates and confine their efforts for Mc- 
Kinley and the gold meth to back-room 
conferences and open air declarations. 


Sec. 4763 of the revised election law is the 
— point with the goldbugs. It reads 


us: 

“The certificates of nomination of a can- 
didate selected other than by a convention 
of delegates shall be signed by electors resi- 
dent within the district or political divis- 
ion for which the candidate is presented, to 
a number equal to one per cent of the en- 
tire vote cast at the last preceding gener- 
al election in the State, county or other di- 
vision or district from which the nomination 
is made. 

“Provided that the number so required

TO comply with that section, liberal as it 
is, means that the Wall street Democrats 
must secure a good many signatures for a 
State ticket, and the section is so plain that 
it precludes the possibility of their running 
tickets in many of the Congressional dis- 
tricts. 

Outside of Kansas City and St. Louis Wall 
Street Democrats are hard to find. The 
country is solid for free silver and the party 
rm loyal to the Chicago platform and candi- 

ates. 

And even in the cities the coupon clippers 
who are against silver and Bryan look lone- 
some when they stand up to be counted. 

They appreciate the fact that it will be 
impossible for them to get enough signa- 
tures for an independent ticket in many of 
the Congressional Distr cts; indeed, they are 
secretlg wondering if they can get enough 
for a State ticket. 

Under the new law the Wall street Dem- 
ocrats must file with the Secretary of State 
petitions for an independent State ticket, 
showing at least 1 percent of the total vote 
cast at the preceding State election. 

The gold men would have to base their 
petition on the vote of 1894. 

In that election the Democrats polled for 
Supreme Judge 226,547 votes; the Republic- 
ans 229,651; the People’s party 42,467; the 
Prohibitionists 3,097 and the Socialist-La- 
bor 1,575, making a total of 503,337 votes 
polled. 

To get a State ticket in the fleld the Wall 
street Democrats would have to secure 5,034 
signatures. 

Are there that many Democrats in Mis- 
souri who would sign petitions for an in- 
dependent gold ticket? The Wall street 
leaders concede that the question is one 
open to argument. 

And as. signers to petitions for an inde- 
pendent ticket are convassed carefully by 
the authorities to ascertain whether they 
are bona fide voters, straightout Republi- 
cans will be very careful about putting their 
signatures to them. 

Republicans who sign an independent gold 
standard Democratic ticket may be debarred 
from participation in regular Republican 
rimaries. 

Here is the task the Wall street Demo- 
crats have cut out for themselves if they 
try to run a State ticket and a ticket in 
each Congressional district: 

For a State ticket 5,034 signatures. 

First Congressional District, 357; Second 
Congressional District, 370; Third Congres- 
sional District, 365; Fourth Congressional 
District, 329; Fifth Congressional District, 
350; Sixth Congressional District, 338; 
Seventh Congressional District, 391; Eighth 
Congressional Districe, 373; Ninth Congres- 
sional District, 307; Tenth . Congressional 
District, 268; Eleventh Congressional Dis- 
trict, 289; Twelfth Congressional District, 
190; Thirteenth Congressional District, 329; 
Fourteenth Congressional District, 369; Fif- 
teenth Congressional District, 368. 

Outside of the Fifth, Tenth, Eleventh and 
Twelfth districts the Wall street Democrats 
will experience much difficulty in getting 
signatures. 

That provision of the law which requires 
the signers to be residents of the district 
or electoral division in which the candidate 
is put up will estop anyemovement for goid 
save that which is within district lines. 

As the time for action draws near the 
Wall Street Democrats who announced 
their intention of turning the State over to 
McKinley find themselves in the unfortu- 
nate predicament of having bitten off more 
than they can chew.

If the few so-called Democrats who are 
crying from thé housetops that they are 
lhaving their party hed been at the Old 
Orchard meeting and heard died-in-the- 
wool Republicans give testimony of =e 
Bryan faith that is in them, the back- 
sliders would have hung their heads and 
crept back into the fold. 

Shortly after 8'o’clock Lincoln M. Stearns, 
a Republican who, with I, W. Lazier, also a 
Republican, issued the call for the meeting, 
suggested that James O. May, a lawyer and 
a Democrat, be chosen temporary chairman.

WALL STREET BUCCANEERS. 

The Post-Disptch was the first .news- 
paper in the country to declare that no 
necessity existed for the action of the 
New York bankers in rushing to the “pro- 
tection” of the Treasury gold reserve. 
Two reasons were assigned for this opin- 
ion. One was that the reserve was not 
so near the danger line as on previous 
occasions when New York bankers re- 
fused to “protect” it. Another was that 
the large annual cotton exports, almost 
ready to begin, made the withdrawals. of 
Treasury gold comparatively harmless. 

The Post-Dispatch declared further that 
the desire to make money through spec- 
ulation was one of the inspiring motives 
of the New York syndicate. After creat- 
ing distrust im Wall street by a Treasury 
raid, it was a part of the game to “re- 
store confidence” by coming to “the de- 
fense of the Treasury.” 

That was the position taken by the 
Post-Dispatch, not upon positive evidence 
of the conspiracy, but upon positive 
knowledge of the character and habits 
of Wall street operators, positive infur- 
mation as to trade movements and gov- 
ernment finances, and positive conviction 
that the gold reserve was being made the 
means of swelling the already bloated 
wealth of a few manipulators. 

Positive evidence of the conspiracy it- 


‘\self is now at hand. The New York Jour- 


nal of Commerce, old, conservative, re- 
spectable, and inclined to shield rather 
than expose any rascal who shouts for 
the single gold standard, takes the stand 
and declares that the Treasury raid was 
organized to depress prices of stocks in 
order that they might buy at the bottom, 
and that the Wall street syndicate then 
came ‘“‘to the rescue’ for the purpose of 
forcing prices up in order that they might 
sell’at a profit. 

Im other words, the conspirators sold 
to produce a fall and bought for a rise, 
and fofced both fall and rise against 
natural conditions. 

The most striking part of the Journal 
of Commerce’s article is that in which it 
says that among the buccaneers were 
“citizens accustomed to blend politics 
with large speculative operations; men 
who stand high in party councils, who 
distinguished themselves at«the late ha- 
tional conventions, and who have figured 
conspicuously before the country as val- 
iant opponents of thé free coinage 
heresy.”’ 

There can be no doubt as to who is re- 
ferred to here. They are the men, both 
Democrats and Republicans, who are 
denouncing Western and Southern advo- 
cates of bimetallism as “repudiationists” 
and as advocates of a “dishonest dollar.”

Gentler natures, and especially women 
and children, would be shocked by the 
unwelcome sight, The State has no right 
to force it upon them.

The axiom that railroads are natural 
monopolies is one of the commonplaces of 
political economy. That the ordinary prin- 
ciples of competition do not work in this 
field, and that some form of government 
regulation is a necessity, is recognized by 
such conservative authorities as Charles 
Francis Adams, formerly President of the 
Union Pacific. Most countries carry this 
regulation to the extent of having at least 
part of their railroads operated directly by 
public officials. None, so far as we are 
aware, leave them entirely uncontrolled. 
They have more liberty in the United States 
than in any other important country in the 
world.

TURES INSIST THAT HE IS A MAN 
OF BLOOD. 


THEIR ELABORATE CHARGES. 


Sworn Statements Showing That Mur- 
der Was the Missionary’s 
. Chief Delight. 


NEW YORK July 29.—Mrs. George P. 
Knapp, wite of the missionary of the 
American Board of Commissioners for For- 
eign Missions, who was arrested at Bit- 
lis, Hast Turkey, on the charge of conspir- 
ing against the Turkish Government, has 
arrived in this country from the East. 
Mrs, Knapp left her husband in Constanti- 
nople to stand trial upon the charges which 


have been preferred against him. 
After Mr. Knapp’s arrest in Bitlis, where 


he was a missionary, he was taken under @ 
guard of soldiers to Alexandretta, his pass- 
port having been stamped ‘expelled rat 
Aleppo. The Government officials gave him 
permission to leave the country in safety, 
and were, apparently, anxious that he 
should leave. He declined to depart, how- 
ever, until he had been accorded a formal 
hearing upon the unjust complaints against 
him, with sufficient opportunity to defend 
himself. 

bd ne this insistence the Government im- 
mediately proceeded to secure ex parte 
affidavits and depositions as to his alleged 
wrong-doing, with the result that charges 
were drawn from the sworn statements of 
twenty-two rsons whose names are at- 
tached to the legal documents. These 
charges were presented by the Turkish Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs to the United 
States Charge d’ Affaires at Constantindple, 
Following is a copy of the official tran8la- 
tion of the charges upon which the Ameri- 
can missionary will be tried before a Turk- 
ish tribunal: 

“This missionary, who was one of the 
principal mainstays of the Huntchigist (rev- 
olutionist) committee at Bitlis, indulged in 
all sorts of subversive intrigues. It was at 
his instigation that Armenian agitators pro- 
voked disturbances in the province. In 
fact, the missionary was always in corre- 
spondence with Armenian leaders, among 
whome*was Hampariscom, alias Moorad, 
Chief of the Sassoun and Tellori insurgents, 
in order to stir up trouble with a view of 
creating an Armenian principality in Asia 
Minor; and he used to send to Sassoun and 
elsewhere, under the pretext of distributing 
aid, emissaries, who were charged with the 
mission of giving most pernicious counsel 
to the inhabitants... 

“Incited by him, Agitator Horsep, son of 
Garabed, and several of his Armenian 
companions, had attempted in the open 
streets of Bitlis to forcibly abduct a girl 
from her parents, at the same time ee 
the latter by the most abusive names an 
blaspheming the imperial government and 
the Mussulman religion. This missionary, 
in company with certain agitators, used to 
hold meetings at his house or _ in the 
churches, or at the bishop’s residence, in 
order to prepare the Bitlis incident. It 1s 
he who had vagrants in his hire and armed 
them that troubles might be provoked. 
He encouraged the credulous Armenians 
to attack the mosque during Friday prayer 
and kill the faithful, to assassinate Mus- 
sulman officials and notables whom they 
met in lonely places, and to urge such of 
their own natienality ag were faithful to 
the imperial government to refuse to pay 
their taxes and to address such language 
to the Musselmans as would tend to excite 
them. 

“In one word, he did his utmost to dis- 
turb order and peace. He acted as interme- 
diary of guilty correspondence, propagated 
the most revolutionary ideas and spread 
abroad sensational rumors. Refusing to 
conform to the regulations governing public 
instruction, he tried to inculcate subversive 
principles into the minds of his pupils and 
sought tc induce the Armenians to embracé 
Protestantism. He persuaded those of 
them who occupied public places not to go 
to their posts, 

“It was by the alarm signal given by 
means of a bell which he had installed near 
his house that the Armenians shut their 
shops and attacked the mosques at the 
time of the Bitlis disturbances. The Ar- 
menians, Panazap, Serpe and Momprey, 
the latter Mr. Knapp’s servant, who 
wounded a certain Kavork Agha Bakalia, 
have testified before the examining magis- 
trate that they cammitted this'crime un- 
der orders from Missionary Knapp, who 
promised to give £100 to whomsoever suc- 
ceeded in killing one or more members of 
the Bakalian family and to provide for the 
future of his wife and children. They have 
further testified that it was Geo. Knapp 
himself who furnished the revolver used 
in the perpetration of the crime. 

“Tt is also stated in their depositions 
that this missionary was aware of a rev- 
olutionary plan of the Armenians, and that 
he had advised them to assassinate some 
of their fellow Christians in order that the 
crime might be attributed to Mussuimans. 
Quite recently Mr. Knapp has used abus- 
ive language towards the Mussulmans 
passing in front of his house, and has 
sought to provoke the Mussulman popula- 
tion to fresh troubles. All these facts are 
established by judicial examination.”’

All of the others, including the 
officers, perished. 


Sealing in Japanese Waters. 


OTTAWA, Ontario, July 29.—Collector 
Milnes’ report of the season’s operations 
of the Canadian sealing fleet in Japanese 
waters is in the hands of the Minister of 
Marine and Fisheries. It shows an average 
of 648 skins to each of the twenty-eight 
schooners at work, making 4 total of 
18,004 skins, gpere is also the catch of eight 
American schooners, totalling 3,808 skins, 
and of seven Kakodgte sealers, with 2,417 
skins. The catch of the other American 
craft make up a total of 26,524 skins.

GBTS ONE VICTIM. 


STRUCK ROBERT USHER AS IT 
LEAPED FROM THE WATER. 


THOUSANDS SAW THE TRAGEDY 


One of the Boatmen at Von'der Ahe’s 
Shoot the Chutes Crushed 
to Death. 


Robert Usher, a chute boat conductor at 
Sportsman’s Park, lost his life during the 
progress of the baseball game yesterday by 
being struck by a chute boat loaded with 
passengers while endeavoring to recover @ 
woman’s hat which had fallen into the wa- 
ter at the foot of the chute. 

The accident took place in full view of the 
two thousand persons who were assembled 
in the grandstand and bleachers. 

Usher was a sailor employed by Chris 
Von der Ahe to work around the chutes. 
The big slide was working pretty briskly 
during the dull game between the Browns 


and Louisvilles. 
A few minutes previous to his death Ush- 


ér conducted a boat load of laughing, 
cheering, screaming passengers down the in- 
cline. One of the ladies who rode in his 
boat allowed her hat to fall into the water 
at the foot of the chute. Usher paddled his 
boat load to the landing. Then he jumped 
into a skiff and rowed back to recover the 
lost hat. He had just reached the foot of 
the chute when the men at the top saw an- 
other boat loaded to the full capacity with 
eight passengers spinning down the in- 
cline. It was in charge of Stephen Thor- 
wegan, a brother-in-law of Usher. 

The two men who pull the boats off the el- 
evators and furnish them with the initial 
velocity which sends them down the chute 
had their backs turned to’the water. There- 
yfore they did not see Usher. 

When about half way down the chute 
Thorwegan saw his brother-in-law and, 
recognizing his precarious situation, roared 
an alarm. 4 

The passengers were panic-stricken, and 
could not poy a word. They threw_them- 
selves back in their seats and pulled fran- 
tically at the hand rails in a vain and de- 
lirious effort to stop the pleasure boat 
which had been converted into a huge bat- 
tering ram of death. 

Their faces were set in agonized intensity 
as they sat perfectly still and held their 
breath and awaited the result. 

Usher heard his brother-in-law’s warning 
yell, and made a weak effort to get out of 


@e way. 

He was so rattled that he could not gauge 
the track on which the boat was, and 
pulled right in its way. ; 

He was sitting near the stern of his skiff, 
which lay so as to form an acute angle 
sew ees the south end of the chutes and the 
stand. 

The boat,with its terrified human freight, 
shot down the incline like a comet. t 
ee the water and bounded high into 
the air. 

Usher stood up in his skiff, faced the 
flying structure, and put out his arms as 
if to protect himself. The boat cut him 
down as a cane in the hands of a stroller 
cuts the head off a sunflower. 

A chorus of horrified cries came from 
the pecpia in the boat as it passed over the 
8 3 

It was taken up by those in the stand 
whose attention had been attracted by the 
shouting of the boatman, and in a moment 
spectators, players and everybody else 
were a pell mell to the lake. 

When the boat had pases over the skiff 
the latter craft was still there, apparently 
uninjured. Usher was not to be seen, and 
it was thought that he had been thrown 
into the water. 

A boatman who sat in the forward end 
of the chute boat was the first one to re- 
cover his presence of mind. As the boat 
struck Usher he jumped into the water 
and waded to the skiff. , 

Usher lay in it unconscious and dying. 
With the assistance of three other boatmen 
ale brother-in-law carried him to the pa- 

ion. 

Drs. Lyman, Pearce and Neville worked 
over the man for fifteen minutes and then 
pronounced him dead. He sustained a severe 
concussion of the skull, besides a broken 
leg, fractured ribs and internal injuries. 

The men at the head of the chute whe 
shove the boais off say that they have strict 
orders to hook down on the lake to see 
if the course is clear. This, they claim, 
rey did in Usher’s case and did not see 
him. 

W. C. Watts of Union City, Tenn., who 
was a passenger on the boat, said he saw 
Usher when the boat was about half way 
down the chute. He thought that he must 
have pulled across the pond after the boat 
had started. 

“T hope never to undergo such agony 
again,’’ said Watts, ‘“‘but hoped all the 
time that we would miss him. When we 
hit him I almost felt relieved, the ten- 
sion, was so terrible.’’ 

Usher lived at 1954 Palm street and leaves 
a widow. He had been in the employ of 
Mr. Von der Ahe for some time and was 
considered a careful, sober man. 

There were two women and four men 
passengers in the boat besides the two 
sailors. The sailor in charge of the boat, 
Thorwegan, sculled it to the landing. 
Neither of the ladies fainted, but they 
weré given a bad nervous shock, from 
which they will not soon recover.

It started out to be warm and by 
li o’clock it was hotter than it had been at 
that hour since the summer set in. 

The indications were that it would prove 
the hottest day of the year before the sun 
set behind the hills beyond Forest Park.

TWELFTH STREET PAVING ORDI- 
NANCE ENCOURAGES MONOPOLY. ° 


ALL COMPETITION SHUT OUT. 
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Property Owners and Board of Public 
Improvements Agree in Favor of 
the Barber Combine. 


If the Municipal Assembly approves the 
ordinance passed by the Board of Public 
Improvements providing for the paving of 
Twelfth street it will hear from the op- 
ponents of the gigantic Trinidad asphaitum 


monopoly. 

The ordinance of the Board of Public Im- 
provements provides that the street shall 
be paved with genuine Trinidad asphaltum 
from Market to St. Charles streets. The 
petition of a majority of the property 
owners uses the same words, and in effect 
directs that the work shall be done by the 
Barber Asphalt Co. and none other. 


The Barber Asphalt Co. is a combination 
: or pool of a number of the strongest street | 
improvement companies in the country. The 
principal members are: The Warren-Schartf | 
Asphalt Paving Co., the Trinidad Asphalt | 
Paving Co. (also called the Chrystol), the 
Standard Asphalt Co., and the Trinidad Re- 
fining Co. 

There are a number of companies subor- 
dinate to these, such as the Western Pav- | 
ing and Supply Co. and the Trinidad Asphalt | 
Paving Co. of Cincinnati and wayton, O. 

The ruling genius in all these companies 
4s Mr. A. L. Barber, who as the head of the 
§ Trinidad Asphalt Co. holds a 40-year lease , 
i on all the pitch in Lake Trinidad, as well as | 
; the Crown lands in the immediate vicinity. 

The syndicate of companies for handling 
Pitch Lake Asphalt was formed several years 
ago, and the territory of the United States 
apportioned so that every member of th 
pool could have a share in the profits, just | 
ike the freight or passenger agreements of |! 
the trunk line railroads. The identity of 
members of the pool was kept well to the 
front in various localities in order to dispel 
suspicions that there was a trust, or that 
wherever the work was done it had to be 
paid for at a uniform rate. 

A comparison, however, of asphaltum 
work in the various cities shows this to be 
the fact, and no instance in recent years | 
is to be found where any of the above com- 
panies bid‘ against each other for tae 
work. 

These facts have been brought out in a 
number of law suits.

Mr. Taylor also explained with what 
haste Mr. Barber destroyed all evidences of 
the trust agreements when the courts at- 
; tacked and declared the Sugar Trust and 

Cordage Trust illegal. 


Barber’s lease not only includes all of the 
itch in Lake Trinidad, but the asphaltum 

ds for three miles around it. Therefore 
when an ordinance specifies ‘“‘genuine Trin- 
idad asphaltum,” the contract is virtually 
closed in’ favor of the Barber trust, at the 
price it chooses to make. 

The Island of Trinidad abounds in as- 
phaltum, and a number of other paving 
companies have yp for large sections of 
territory. Scientific analysis have shown 
that there is scarcely a shade difference 
between “land” and “lake” pitch. 

The latter is a cheese-like substance when 
taken from the lake, which is not a lake at 
all in the sense that it is filled with water. 
Tt is simpy a sunken area of molten as- 
phalt, sticky and tenacious, which hardens 
when removed from the tropics. 

“Land” pitch is claimed to possess all the 
tenacious properties of the lake pitch, and 
scientists say there is no well defined dif- 
ference between the two. 

A broad distinction has been made, bow- 
ever, since the pool of the companies that 
agreed to use nothing but “‘Lake Pitch,” 
and the combination has been enabled to 
discredit the dealers in ‘‘Land Pitch.”

AN ALLEY TRAGEDY. 


Joseph Rice Insults Mrs. Thomas and 
Gets His Skull Broken and a 
Bullet in His Leg. 


John Thomas defended his mother when 
she was'insulted Tuesday evening by Jos- 
eph Rice, in the alley in the rear of 1114 
Franklin avenue, and Rice went to the 
City Hospital with a fractured skull and 
a bullet in his leg. 

Rice’ and Mrs. Thomas were drinking 
beer in the alley. They drank so much 
that Rice grew more familiar than is some- 
times permitted in that locality. Mrs. 
Thomas ran to call her son, She was a 
long time finding him, partly because she 
couldn’t walk straight and wandered round 
and round the house while hunting for the 


door. 

Rice, not realizing that he had insulted 
Mrs. homas, nor that his life was in 
veril, stretched himself on the cobblestones 
“ the alley and fell asleep. A placid smile 
of happy contentment crept over his face, 
for in his dreams he'saw huge flakes of 
cold snow coming down. Faster and faster 
it came, till the skies grew dark and cold. 
Inch after inch, foot by foot, the beautiful 
snow piled up about him and his black 
body shuddered as a dream chill passed 
over him. ; 

He could hear the boys making paths in 
the snow on the sidewalks; a huge electric 
snow plow pushed and snorted down the car 
tracks, throw.ng embankments of snow from 
the rails; merry parties rushed by in sleighs 
with tinkling bells, and dreaming Joseph 
was as happy as if he had been hitting the 
pipe in Dope alley. 

But straight above him an icicle formed on 
the eaves of the roof. It was an enormous 
affair and promised to break off and drop. 
He could not move, the cold snow had 
packed down and wedged him in. . 

Suddenly the icicle droppéd and Joseph 
dreamed the point of it struck him on the 
forehead. That awakened him and January 
turned to July. 

He was lying in the pools of his own 
perspiration and John Thomas, son of the 
woma.a he had insulted before the beer 

ut him to sleep, was standing over him, 

ammering him on the head with the butt 
end of a revolver. The weapon was acci- 
dentally discharged and the bullet lodged in 
the calf of Joseph’s leg. 

Joseph was taken to the City Hospital 
in an ambulance, where it was found that 
his skull had been fractured, besides the 
bullet wound. His condition igs serious, 
Thomas escaped.

ednesday President Kern outlined the 
plan of campaign. 

“The especial aim of the St. Louis Democ- 
racy,’ said he, ‘‘is to first secure the regis- 
tration of all Democrats; then to see that 


they go to the polls and vote. 
“Our organization is by precincts, em- 
bracing the entire city. 


‘“‘Under the new election law there must 
be a complete new registration. All voters 
must register. This registration will stand 
for two years and as no voter can exercise 
the right of suffrage this fall until his 
name is placed anew on the books it is of 
the first importance that all register. 

““We expect to raise funds and begin can- 
vassing the precincts very soon. The three 
days of registration are Oct. 6, 10 and 13. 
On one of these three days each voter must 
register. 

“We intend not only to get all Demo- 
crats to register, but to see that they go to 
the polls and vote on election day.” 

After the’ election of Mr. Kern to the 
Presidency the Democracy appointed R. H, 
Kern, Chairman; F. M.. Estes, Howard 
Blossom, Judge Thos. Morris, Paul Bier- 
man, Sterling P. Bond, John O’Malley, 
and John E, Owens a committee to confer 
with a committee from the Jefferson Club 
in making arrangements for a big ratifica- 
tion meeting later, when it is expected that 
William J. Bryan, the Democratic nominee, 
will be present.

Contingent Fund Reduced.From $11,- 
000 to $8,000 and Other Appro- , 
priations Considered. 


Both branches of the Municipal Assembly 
held meetings Tuesday for the purpose of 
working on the general appropriation bill. 

The measure was prepared by the Coun- 
cil, with a few amendments, and sent to the 


House for first reading. 

Quite a little debate arose over the item 
$11,000 for the Mayor’s contingent: fund, of 
which he makes no accounting. This sum 
is put at his disposal each year, and is al- 
Ways expended. Messrs. Kotany and Fer- 


|. ris were opposed to giving the Mayor that 


amount without knowing something about 
how it was spent. After considerable dis- 
cussion it was cut down to $8,000, which is 
the smallest sum appropriated for the con- 
tingent fund in many years.. 

The amount allowed for street improve- 
ments was raised from $14,000 to $41,000, and 
the item of $27,000 for reconstruction taken 


out. 

Then the yearly debate over the fund for 
catching and kiliing dogs was inaugurated. 
The sum set down for dog catching was 
$5,000, and all of the nice points of the case 
were argued in the same old way, with the 
result that the appropriation was allowed.

PLYIZIG THE TORCH. 


Spaniards Last Week Burned 5,000 
Cuban Homes. 


KEY WEST, Fla., July 29.—According to 
official reports from Cuba the Spaniards 


burned nearly 5,000 homes last week. Where 
women were found alone they were fre- 
quently forced to submit to the embraces of 
the soldiers. 

This campaign of the torch is forcing the 
country people into the cities, where they 
are dying by scores of hunger and disease. 
Many of.the refugees die by exhaustion be- 
fore they reach the cities. The Fernandez 
family, consisting of father, mother and 
six little children; were driven from their 
home by Spaniards last week, and the house 
was burned. The family started for Ma- 
tanzas on foot. They were five days on the 
way, and for three days were without food. 
Four of the children died of hunger and 
exhaustion, and the parents carried the 
little corpses in their arms. On the fifth 
day, when about six miles from Matanzas, 
the father, mother and the offier two chil- 
dren succumbed, and dropped by the road- 
side. There they were found a few hours 
later, all dead save the father, who lived 
only Jong enough to tell the story. At the 
parched breast of the mother was a babe 
only a few weeks old. 


MACEO’S MOVEMENTS.

It Is Thought He Is Making Ready to 
Cross the Trocha. 


HAVANA, July 29.—Gem Arolas is moving 
his forces toward Mariel, the northern ex- 
tremity of the military line across that 


province. Antonio Maceo is also said to be 
moving his forces along the same 
general route, which leads people to believe 
that he contemplates attempting to cross 
the military line near Mariel, and that Gen. 
Arolas will attempt to prevent him. 

A numerous band of insurgents under 
Zayas, all well armed, is reported to be 
moving with the intention of making a feint 
attack upon the southern portion of the 
military line and from the eastward in or- 
der to enable Maceo to deliver his attack 
by distracting the attention of the Spanish 
troops. Firing has been heard at several 
points along the military line, and is be- 
lieved to have been caused by further ef- 
forts of the insurgents to draw upon them 
the attention of as many Spanish troops as 
possible, while Maceo’s forces continue their 
movements toward Mariel. 


EXODUS FROM CUBA. 


Nearly 50,000 Persons Have Left the 
Island. 


KEY WEST, Fia., July 29.—In the hospi- 
tals of Matanzas, Havana and Santiago it 


is estimated that there are 11,000 yellow 
fever and” smallpox patients, and of these 
about 7,000 are Spanish soldiers. 

The exodus from the island continues, 
every steamer being crowded. Official re- 
orts show that nearly 50,000 persons have 
eft Cuba since Weyler arrived. But tnese 
figures do not cover the exodus, for hun- 
dreds too poor to pay passage have taken 
refuge on the little keys adjoining Cuba, 
where they are subsisting on fruit and fish.
